HOPE OF A HAPPY ISSUE.. 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAMS.) 
MOSCOW, Tumspar. 
The third genera) sitting of the Conférence 
at Moscow opened with a speech by the Zemstvo 
representative, M. Cronzmoff, formerly Military 
Governor of Moscow. He declared that 
the chief problem of the present moment is to 


save Russia from being invaded by the enemy, 
and to this end to re-establish discipline in the 
Army by purging it of party politics, strengthen- 
| ing the authority of the leaders, limiting the 
| powers of military committees to economic func- 
tions, and giving the Commander-in-Chief oppor- 
tunity to eee his powers without reserve. 
The railway ntatives next spoke, in- 
cluding M. Frolof, delegate to the Engineers’ 


. i Alliance, who reported that theré was complete 
disorganisation in the transport, which, if the 


eregent state of things continued, might be con." 
pletely stopped by November. The consequences 
of this, said the speaker, would be terrible, 
both at home and at the front, where the 
armies might turn on Russia, and perhaps com- 
uit unexampled excesses. 

M. Froloft pointed out that the extreme de- 
mands of the workmen played an important 
part in this disorganisation. He earnestly 
called upon all who were engaged in the work 
of transport to sacrifice their personal iu: 
terests for those of the welfare of the country. 

Grosenberg, representing the Jews, made 
& long speech in which he éaid the Jewish 
people, in spite of the unheard of persecution 
to which it was subjected by the old régeme, 
loved their great country, and had contributed 
greatly to tts emancipation and defence against 
the enemy. 

Representatives of the Ukraine and of 

estern Russia declared their people were 
ready to make any sacrifice for the good ot 
the country. A representative of the Letts said 
Courland would never belong to Germany. 

A ‘delegate of the General Mussulman 
Alliance ceclared all Mussulman citizens of 
Russia fully supported the Provisional Govern- 
ment, 


DEMORALISATION IN THE ARMY, 


General Alexeieff, former Generalissimo of the 
Russian Army, delivered a long speech to-day, 
in which he recorded the history of the Russian 
military set backs and their causes. He drew a 
contrast between the Army of the old regemé, 
poorly equipped with vechnical resources, but 
strong in its warlike spirit, and the present 
Army, well supplied with feod and arms, but 
completely, poisoned and enfeebled by the ill- 
bepeteretel and ill-applied doctrines which had 
been put forward, notably in the famous Order 
of the Day No. 1, which, he declared, had split 
the Army up into two opposite camps, until 
now irreconeilable. Speaking of the Military 
Committees, General Alexcieff declared they 
were useful to the Army from an economic 
standpoint, but they were fatal to the discipline 
of the troops. Not less subversive was the 
influence of Governmental Commissiaries, whose 
appointment created, he we A extremely 
dangérous duality of power. oe cos went 
on to maintain that, after the publication by 
the Government of the declaration of the rights 
of soldiers, all respect towards their leaders 
had completely disappeared, the officera becom- 
ing ‘eritable martyrs, and having had to pay 
very dearly for the offensive on August lst and 
subsequent retreat. 

Genera! Alexeieff cited some amazing illustra- 
tions of this. On one occasion,’’ he said, when 
an attack was being launched, the force which 
advanced was made up of 28 officers, 20 non- 
commissioned officers, and 2 soldiers, all the 
others coldly looking. on while these heroes 
perished.” 

In conclusion General Alexcieff asserted it was 
not possible to carry on the war to a victorious 
issue unless the strongest possible efforts wero 
made by the troops themselves and by the Pro- 
visional Government to re-animate and re- 
generate the Army 


REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENT 
CRITICISED., : 
Several delegates of the Regimental Commit- 


tee spoke next, describing the state of the Army 
before and after the revolution. The purport of 


worked, not for the destruction of the Army, 
but for its welfare, and that if the Army was 
disorganised it was the fault, not of the re- 
volution, but of the terrible heritage bequeathed 
by the old régime. 

A pipcuniaatiee of the Agrees Organisa- 
tions and a representative of the Banks now 
mounted the Tribune in turn, the former openly 
criticising the revolutionary movement; the 
latter condemning the Soviet and the Work- 
men’s Committees, which, he declared, instead 
of regulating the condition of industry, had dis- 
organised it, thus contributing to the success 
of the counter-revolution. These two speeches 
gave rise to s storm of indignation, accom- 
panied by hisses. 

The President of the Conference called next 
upon M. Riabuchinski, a great Moscow manufac- 
turer, and a delegate of the commercial world 
of the ancient capital, who spoke of the indus- 
trial crisis, and of the disorganisation from 
which the industrial and commercial classes 
have suffered, he said, more than others. The 
crisis, he declared, was the more serious in that 
the Government was unable to regulate it, or 
even to modify it. M. Riabuchinski went on to 
deciare that merchants and manufacturers were 
not hostile to control, but that they would like 
it to be reasonable ‘and rational, 

M. Gutschkoff, ex-Minister of War, followed, 
speaking as a representatives of mobilised in- 
dustry. He protested against the attacks which 
had been directed against manufacturers, and 
declared that, if the provisioning of the Army 
had been appreciably improved of late, this was 
due to the patriotic efforts of the Russian 
manufacturers. In the name of the bourgeoisie, 
M. Gutschkoff proceeded to make the following 
declaration. We wish to work in common ac- 
cord with you in the interest of the whole 
State, and not of separate classes, provided 
this work be frank and sincere. 

The Conference closed with a speech by M. 
ey naman á. who said inter alia:—Although 

ne eee groups have criticised the Pro- 
visional Government they have al] shown clearly 
a desire to arrive at an agreement. The Pro- 
visional Government will stand on guard over 
the revolution. It will suffer no.counter-revolu- 
tionary attempt, whatever its source, for the 
Provisional Government incarnates the will of 
the Russian people. It does not regret having 
convoked the nference at Moscow, which, 
though it has not yielded practical results, has 
allowed all Russian citizens to say frankly what 
they think it necessary for the State. M. 
Kerensky then spoke of the services rendered to 
the country by the revolutionary democracy, 
which, he observed, took the power into its 
own hands at a terrible moment in the life of 
the State, In conclusion, M. Kerensky said~ 
Whoever endeavours to wrest their conquests 
from the people will never succeed, for they 
will now become public property. M. Kerensky 
then declared the Conference closed.

The war occurred because it 
was impossible to settle the Cretan question, 
and because the Balkan States decided to fight 
Turkey, If the second war took place against 
my wishes I ought to explain why I desired to 
avoid it. The reasons were that, in the first 
place, our General Staff asserted that we had 
only a sixty per cent. chance of success, and, in 
the second ‘place, because I was perfectly well 
aware that the Balkan questions were closely 
connected with the vital interests of Austria. 
I feared, or I intuitively felt, that, as in fact 
happened subsequently, Austria would attack 
Serbia, and thus provoke a general European 
intervention. I preferred s pacific settlement, 
in the hope that the idea of a Balkan Con- 
federation might be realised.

In the Paving Committee's report, which 
will come before the Dublin Cor- 
poration at ite meeting on Monday, 
there is a paragraph referring to the 
condition of the footways in the destroyed por- 
tion of Sackville street. The City Engineer, 
being of opinion that temporary repairs would 
cost a considerablé sum, thinks that it would 
be better to have new permanent footways con- 
structed as soon ag possible, and thus save the 
cost of temporary repairs, There 1s another 
pesaerag® in the report which states that the 

Corporation has received altogether as com- 
pensation arising out of the rebellion, £4,568 
4g 10d, Of this amount £1,759 10s, 6d. was 
specified as being in respect of damage done to 
footways, roadways, furniture, and furniture 
fittings, and ropes, the property of the Paving 
Committee. The City Treasurer advised the 
Committee that the money was not available 
for the repairs of the thoroughfares, as it was 
included in the sum of £2,500 for which credit 
has already been taken in the estimates for im- 
provement rate. 

CENSORSHIP OF FILMS. 

The Public Health Committee furnishes a re-. 
port in reference to the Censorship of the E 
tures shown in cinema picture houses. 
Dublin Vigilance Committee addressed a letter 
to the Committee stating that the Censore— 
Mr. Walter Butler and Mr. Patrick Lennon, 
T.C.—had done everything possible to prevent 
the exhibition «f abjectionable pictures; but 
there were still many films exhibited without 
their knowledge. which were not free from o 
jectionabie features. The Committee recom- 
mend the appointment of Mr. Eugene 
McGough and Mr. A. J, Murray for one year as 
additional Censors. 

MUNICIPAL WORKSHOPS, 

The Workshops Committee report that the 
additional privileges granted by the Corpora- 
tion of holidays, sick pay allowances, pensions, 
etc., add an average of 10 per cent. to the 
whole of the wages paid in the department. 
The payment of the private firm rate will add 
another 74 per cent. (The workshops have for 
years been run at a loss). The Committee re- 
commend the abolition of the present anomalous 
position, by which men enjoying special] rates of 
payment and other advantages of employment 
aro put in financial comparison with regard to 
the cost of their work with men employed by 
outside firms. Such a position (the report says) 
has not been adopted anywhere except in Dub- 
lin. The Law Agent has made a report to the 
Committee, in which he said —" It seems to me 
thas a great deal of the mischief arising up to 
the present has been caused by the attempt to 
compare the Workshops Department, which has 
expenses and terms of employment altogether 
different from those of private employers, with 
an outside contractor’s undertaking, and to ex- 
pect the former to do similar work at the same 
prices aa its lees lichtly burdened competitor.”

President Wilson s. reply goes to the | 


very root of the matter. He does not 
quarrel with the Pope's ideas—on the 
contrary, he approves strongly of them in 
theory—but he attaches to them, on be 
half of all the Allies, a condition which 
puts them on a secure basis and makes 
them practicable. The German Govern- 
ment wants badly, and would be 
more than delighted to return to the status 
quo ante bellum. No doubt, it would con- 
sent, after hard . bargaining, to restore 
Belgium and Serbia, with adequate repara- 
tion, to their rightful owners. It would 
do these things, however, with the firm 
intention of gaining time to ' recuperate v 
—the word is Mr. Wilson 's—and to pre- 
pare its military machine for another cam- 
paign of world conquest. Let us try to 
realise how Germany would stand if the 
Allies should agree.to declare the war a 
“draw ’’—or something very like a “draw” 
—on the Pope’s terms. During the last 
three years she has organised Central 
Europe and a large part of the Near East 
into one vast power, which to-day, for all 
military. purposes, is homogeneous. She 
dominates Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria, and 
Turkey : in fact, she has brought very near 
to realisation her great policy of a German 
Mittel-Europa. She has increasing hopes, 
as anybody may learn from a study of her 
newspapers, that after the war Russia may 
be compelled once more to lean upon her 
strength, or, at any rate, will be too much 
concerned with domestic troubles and | 
problems to be an obstacle to German | 
ambitions. An inconclusive peace—that is 
to say, a peace which would leave the Ger- 
man military system intact—would: allow 
the German Government to build up in its 
Mittel-Europa a tremendous military unit, 
directed from Berlin, and biding its time 
for another swoop upon a world innocently 
busy, perhaps, with plans for turning 
spears into pruning-hooks. This’ is the 
menace which the Allied Powers refuse to 
contemplate. Mr. Wilson will talk with 
Germany about disarmament—but only 
when he has a substantial guarantee that 
she will be deprived of the means of pre- 
paring for another war. The gnly safe 
guarantee will be the destruction of Ger- 
many s military autocracy, and it can be 
destroyed in one of two ways. The Ger- 
man democracy must destroy it by de- 


throning the military party, with their | 


subtle and far-reaching military policy, or 
the Allies must destroy it by sheer weight 
of arms. 

By eliciting President Wilson’s state- 
ment the Pope has done a great service 
to the world. It knows to-day that the 
only barrier to an early peace is the con- 
tinued existence of Germany's “ vast -mili- 
tary establishment controlled by an irre- 
sponsible Government.” That Government 
had hoped to cloud the issues of the war 
by provoking among the Allies premature 
controversies about peace, and some foolish 
people in the Allied countries had begun 
to play into its hands.

Food Supplies. 

Three items of news which are published 
to-day may help to fortify us against the 
bad effects of the weather on the crops. 
First is the altogether successful trial of 
the first standardised ship to be put in 
commission ; second, the reassuring state- 
ment concerning the tea supply ; and third, 
a brief intimation from the High Commis- 
sioner for New Zealand as to the quantities 
of meat, cheese, and butter which await 
shipment in that country. The standardised 
ship inaugurates a new era in the swift and 
cheap construction of merchant vessels. 
The short, sharp word of the Ministry of 
Food should be comforting about tea. The 
Department has deemed it advisable to 
“reassure the public on the matter.” Ap- 
parently, though imports of tea from Java 
and China have been stopped, the conse- 
quent shortage has been counterbalanced 
by the prohibition of exports except under 
licence, In other words, we keep what we 
receive, unless, perhaps, a trifling per- 
centage, probably for France. In May 
there were serious difficulties of shipment, 
but the situation improved in June. July 
brought us more than our ordinary re- 
quirements, and now “adequate imports 
are expected.” The news will be welcomed 
in Ireland. This is @ great tea-drinking 
country, and our imports continue to in- 
crease, though we have not yet rivalled the 
consumption in some of the British Domi- 
nions. England drinks coffee at meals 
and as an inter-repast beverage, but coffee 
has not been popularised to anything like 
the same extent here: indeed, it is pro- 
bable that in eighty per cent. of Irish 
households coffee is not served from one 
month's end to another's. It is only fair 
to say that few charges of “ profiteering ” 
can be maintained in regard to the recent 
increases in the price of tea. London was 
putting up quotations almost daily, and 
the increased cost fell largely on the wi 
dealers. The value of tea, perhaps, h

The 
Coaference adjourned its full session until the 
afternoon.. The Comittee on, the: question. of 
Stockholm presented” a report aifirming the 
desirability of participation expounded by its 
Chairman, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, a 
the minority statement heing made by M. Louis 
de Brouckere (Belgium). On a vote the latter 
was defeated, the statement being made on 
behalf of the French majority party that, al- 
though they had abstained from voting, they 
associated themselves with the protest against 
the refusal of passports tu the representatives 
of the working class. 

After various amendments, the two parts of 
the report were found to be supported gene- 
rally by the votes of the following sections, as 
recorded, viz.:—France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Portugal, and Russia. Against were Greece, 
South Africa, and Belgium. The majority 
Socialists among the French and various in- 
dividuals in other societies abstained or refused 
to vote, unanimity not having been attained. 

The Committee further proposed the appoint- 
ment by the Conference of a Standing Com- 
mittee representative of the sections, in order 
that the various questions might be further 
considered, with a view to summoning a further 
Conference of the Allied countries in prepara- 
Socialist Congress. 
This having been adopted by a majority of 
votes, the Standing Committee was constituted.

The Press Association regrets to announce the 
occurred at his 
Northumberland residence, Howick House, Les- 
bury, yesterday morning. He had been ill for 
some time. 

His lordship had an illness extending over a 
few months, during which he wus under treaf- 
ment at his home. It was found necessary 
some time after to remove him to a nursing 
home at Leeds, where he underwent an opera- 
tion. His lordship rallied after this, and for a 
time his condition improved. He waé brought 
back to Howick, and a — set.in later, from 
which his mgs Peer gradually sank and passed 
away. His lordship passed away very peace- 
fully in his sleep. A Memorial Service will be 
held in St. Nicholas’s Cathedral, Newcastle, 
to-morrow, and the funeral is fixed for Saturday 
at Howick. 

The Right Hon. Albert Henry George Grey, 
fourth earl of a peerage created in 1806. was 
born on the 28th November, 1851, his mother 
being a daughter of Sir Thomas Harvie 
Farquhar, Bart. He was educated at Harrow 
and Trinity College, Cambridge (Senior in Law 
and History Tripos, 1873). Fie married Alice, 
third daughter of Robert Stayner Holford, M.P., 
Westonbirt, Gloycestershire, by whom he had 
one son and two daughters. A Liberal in 
politics, he first entered Parliament in 1880 as 
member for South Northumberland. He suc- 
ceeded to the earldom in 1898. He took a deep 
interest in Irish affairs, and was an advo- 
cate of a form of self-government for this 
coyntry. rt | acted as Administrator 
of Rhodesia (1896-7), he was appointed Governor- 
General and Commander-in-Chief of Canada in 
1904, and filled that high office for seven years. 
The late Earl was Chancellor of the Order of 
St. Michael and St. George since 1916, and has 
been a Privy Councillor since 1904. He is sno- 
ceeded in the title by his only son, Viscount 
Howick. 

A remarkable election incident is recalled by 
the death of. Karl Grey. As Mr. Albert Grey 
he contested South Northumberland in April, 
1878, as a Liberal against the present Mr. Jus- 
tice Ridley. After a recount of the votes polled, 
the returning officer declared that each candi- 
date had received the same number—viz., 2.912. 
Refusing to exercise his right of giving a cast- 
ing vote, the returning officer made a double re- 
turn. By mutual arrangement, both candidates 
presented themselves at the House of Commons 
to be sworn in, and walked up to the table 
together. Mr. Grey. bowed to the Speaker, and 
then a scrutiny was demanded, and, Mr. Grey 
not defending the return, Mr. Ridley was de- 
clared elected. The late Earl took a keen in- 
terest in proportional representation. While 
the Franchise Bill of 1884 was before Parlia. 
ment he held a test election under the pro- 
portional representation systern among the 
tenants, farm labourers, and gardeners on his 
estate at Howick. It was reported that the test 
election was carried through very satisfactorily, 
and that the number of spoiled votes was re- 
markably few.

VESSEL NOW IN COMMISSION. 

A special representative of the Press Associa- 
tion writes :—Tho first of the standardised ships 
built to the order of the British Government 


' has completed her final tests, and been put into 


commission as a cargo carrier for thé nation. 
In every respect the trial proved an unqualified 
success. It was of a most exhaustive and’ com- 
prehensive nature, and the experts who were on 
board during the inaugural trip were unani- 


| mous in their praise of the vessel, which marks 
| a new-epoch in the maritime history of the Em- 
| pire, and 


which may be destined to play an 


| important part in the campaign against enemy 
| submarines. 


Rain squalls were experienced at intervals, 


| while a choppy sea prevailed; but these weather 


conditions served only to enhance the steady 


| behaviour of the ship. 


A representative party boarded the vessel at 
On the “ measured mile” the 
machinery, ete., were severely tested, while a 
thorough tour of inspection was made. 

IDEA OF THE SHIP. 

The standardised ship has. been designed with 
the idea of providing a good type of cargo 
carrier in the shortest possible time, with the 
minimum expenditure of material, having re- 
gard to war conditions, which involves the ques- 
tion of the speed of the ship. The keel was laid 
in February this year, and on Saturday—less 


i than the full six months—the vessel was fully 


loaded and ready to go to sea. She is the first 


| of the series of standardised ships ; but actually 


there are two types of vessels of eight thousand 
tons dead-weight carrying capacity. These cre 
classified ‘‘ A’ and “ B”’ types; the first-named 
being single-deck ships, and the others two-deck 
ships. This ship is of the “A” class. It is 
also intended to construct two smaller types; 
one known as class ‘‘ ©’’—and these ships will 
be 5,000 tons dead weight each—and class ' D,”’ 
all of which will be 3.000 tons dead weight. In 
addition, however, other types are under con- 
sideration at present. 

All the principal shipbuilders in the United 
Kingdom are busily engaged on the construction 
of standardised ships, and while the number on 
hand need not be stated, the total output will 
be very substantial. The vessels are being con- 
structed under, the..gupervision of the classifi- 
eation societies—Lioyd's Register, British Cor- 
poration, and the Bureau Veritas, all of which 
are really collaborating for this purpose. 


AN OBVIOUS ADVANTAGE. 

As in the case of the hull, the machinery and 
engines are all standardised, so that the first 
engine goes into the hull complete. This is an 
obvious advantage of the first order, as not in- 
frequently it has been the experience of builders 
to wait some considerable time for the instal- 
lation of the machinery. Engines and 
machinery, of course, lend themselves more 


readily to standardisation than the ship itself, | 


as variations occur in the construction of the 
vessel owing to the different facilities in the re- 
spective yards, 

On the question of speed, it may be added 
that special attention has been devoted to this 


maximum number of knots for the service in 
which the vessel is intended to trade. A feature 
of the general arrangements and: equipment is 
pooare ól in the very large hatehways, makin 
the ship almost practically self-irimming, an 
immensely facilitating the loading and discharg- 
ing of the ship; in fact, the central idea is that 
such steamers should be not only built quickly, 
but capable of being worked speedily. Thus the 


standardised ship represents & long advance on | 


ii 


the way towards producing a “poor man’s 
ship,” as it can be run on the most economical 
lines, everything possible having been simpli- 
fied. Admittedly, there are no “ frillings ' on 
the standardised ship. But the essential and 
paramount question of efficiency has not been 
overlooked. In the words of the experts, “ it 
will be a very efficient cargo carrier,’ and there 


should not be the slightest difficulty in selling | 


such vessels to any private owner after the war.

This 
ship, of course, ia the first of the series, and 
with the experience thus gained, no doubt, a 
number of experiments will be tried to enhance 
etill further the comfort and convenience of the 
men employed on board ship.

To the person who has not had occasion 
to give the matter some thought, it would 
appear that the heating of a building is the 
simplest matter in the world—just a question 
of erecting a boiler in the basement and run- 
ning some pipes round the place. When, how- 
ever, one finds the expert bending over com- 
plicated plans, performing intricate mathema- 
tical feats with the slide rule and juggling 
with the differential calculus one gathers the 
impression that there is something in the busi- 
ness after all, and that it is no job for the 
plumber or handyman. The very~ frequent 
occasions on which heating systems have to be 
altered, or, indeed, replaced entirely, con- 
stitute in themselves a warning of the futility 
and ultimate costliness of neglecting to engage 
an expert at the start. At the present 
moment research work of the most elaborate 
character is being conducted in London upon 
the innumerable problems confected with 
heating, and important points yet remain 
to be solved. German formula, which were

Oirculations of hot water through a 
system tuo or three miles long are not matters 
fur surprise nowadays. 

However, those persons who are rebuilding 
will do well to give some careful thought to 
their choice of system. Not everyone is aware 
that hot water systems are divided, roughly, 
into three groups, high, medium, and 
low pressure, while steam heating is, of 
course, well established in the United 
States and Canada, where it finds more 
suitable application than over here, owing 
to the difference of climate. Ireland 
has in the past much favoured high pressure 
hot water systems, or at least they have been, 
thrust upon her, but the facts that the method 
has been cond@émned for use in public schools 
by the Board of Education in England, that it 
has been replaced by a low pressure 
system in many buildmgs in Dublin, and 
that the low pressure system has been adopted 
at the Royal College of Science rather show 
that the high pressure system is not the best 
for large buildings. The Board of Education 
condemned it on the ground of danger. A 
water tube boiler is used to force water 
eo pipes of an internal diameter of 

in 
of controlling pressure which may rise in a 
defective apparatus to 2,000Ibs. per square 
inch. Such a system — requires experienced 
designers and skilled workmen for erection. 
It has the disadvantage of working at a tem- 
perature of about 300 degrees Fahrenheit as 
compared with 160 degrees of the low pressure 
system. Its recommendation was initial 
cheapness, due to some extent to the small size 


of pipes required and the ‘high temperature 


attained. 
PORCED CIRCULATION. 

The low pressure system has two branches, 
one in which the water circulates natur- 
ally, as in a bath water system, and the 
other in which it is circulated by a pump. The 
pump circulation is suitable for large build. 
ings, it renders the circulation positive, and 
an even temperature can be maintained 
throughout the system. Economy is supposed 
to be secured in the first instance, because 
pipes of half the diameter of those required 
in the natural lew pressure system will 
suffice; and also by the saving in fuel, heat 
not being required merely to secure circuls- 
tion, but motive power must pro- 
vided to drive the pump. 

Hygienic considerations are important in the 
choice of a system, and here again high tem- 
perature is a disadvantage. High temperature 
of pipes causes a disagreeable and unwhole- 
some smell due to the decomposition of animal 
and vegetable matter which floats in the air 
and partly from changes caused in the con- 
stitution of the air itself by contact with a 
heated metallic surface. In calculating the 
proportion of heating surface required in a 

ijding many factors have to be regarded. 


There is the thickness and material of walls, 


amount of window and door space, surround. 
ings and location of the building, among 
others. The co-efficients of heat losses through 
various building materials are, for instance, 
still a subject of research. Such a state of 
affairs makes it evident that it is false 
economy to entrust such work in Dublin to 
any but experienced Dublin Heating Engineers.
